Defends U.S. Policy 
Toward Red China

A high-ranking U.S. Civil Servant yesterday defended 
the American policy of withholding diplomatic recognition 



from Red China. 

Josiah W. Bennett, officer In 
charge of Chinese affairs in the 
U.S. State Department, empha- 
sized the difference between 
diplomatic recognition and actual 
physical recognition, something 
"which Is inevitable and which 
we must accept" Diplomatic 
recognition, he said, is a gift 
which countries have the right to 
withhold until the country under 
consideration has passed certain 
tests, most important of which is 
living up to international obliga- 
tions. 

Although Red China has signed 
various agreements since the 
Korean Armistice, they have all 
been ignored and broken. 

National interests are para- 
mount in considering the grant- 
ing of diplomatic recognition. 
The United States stands to gain 
very little, and lose a great deal 
by granting it. Britain has lost

OTTAWA, Feb. 23 — The House of Commons today 
'unanimously agreed to shelve its regular business in 
order to discuss the unemployment and dislocation of 
the aircraft industry in Canada due to the cancellation 
of the CF-105 Arrow program. 

ST. JOHN'S, Nfld, Feb. 23 — Plans or legislation to

• OTTAWA, Feb. 23 — The two biggest industrial unions 
backing CBC producers voted to accept CBC terms littlo 
changed from those angrily rejected last week. Pending 
successful negotiations, the strike could end today. 
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Trouble In The Congo 

The suddenness of the African uprisings in the Belgian 
Congo produced in Belgium a response which some 
European observers called "penitent". It included criticism 
of Belgian colonial policy in the Belgian Parliament and 
• press. And it was accompanied by plans for setting up local 
governing bodies through elections and a program, undated, 
for Congolese independence. 

Economic recession appears to have touched off the riots 
that exposed the weaknesses in the Congolese situation, 
lieront reports indicate that Belgian interests are stepping 
up investments and slum-clearing projects and are studying 
heretofore neglected analyses of tlie_di visions of wealth as 
between the 13,000,000 African people there and the small 
European minority. 

All this is to the good. But since the economic position 
of the Congolese natives was not kept at a level which 
precluded the political tides from other areas of independ- 
ence-seeking Africa washing over into the Congo, it may 
be doubted whether mainly economic reforms will now turn 
the waves back. 

It is interesting to note that the Congo's local elections 
are to take place in 19G0. That is the year in which the 
. Cameroons, Nigeria,- and Somalia are scheduled for 
independence. This seems to reflect Belgian awareness 
that the Congo will never again be insulated from 
developments in other African regions. 

: It may be hoped this awareness will at least equal 
British and French perception of the iieed to cooperate with 
Africans in setting up national as well as local units of 
self-government and in trying to supplant old colonial ties 
withJnew bonds as between equal self-governing peoples. 



The Krupp Puzzle 



The Daily published an editorial a few weeks ago which 
apparently caused a great deal of comment on campus. It 
discussed the rebirth of the Krupp industrial empire in 
West Germany. . .1 

The Christian Science Monitor editorialized on the 
same subject last week. It was most interesting |o read 
what the editors of this truly international newspaper had 
to say about a problem as complex as the rise >of Kerr 
Krupp. For the benefit of our readers, we present those 
opinions in these columns. : 1 

"Very few persons outside the Krupp family and some 
employees can be happy at news that the Krupp industrial 
empire in West Germany is apparently being put back 
together and even enlarged. . Yet several very practical 
questions are involved in whether the World War II Allies 
can or should hold Alfried Krupp to a postwar agreement 
to break up and dispose of his coal and steel enterprises by 
1959. 

"Two views of the matter are presented on this page. 
To those still seared by .memory of Nazi cruelty, the role 
of Alfried Kr.upp's father as armorer to "Hitler is not easily 
forgotten. But today the most serious threat of dictatorial 
rule comes not from a revival of Hitlerism but from a 
Soviet empire devoted to the spread of communism. Against 
that threat the West needs strength in West Germany. 

"Herr Krupp points out factually that there is no one 
in West Germany with money enough to buy him out. The 
smaller Mannesmann syndicate has already been reorganlz- 
" ed. The six parts of the former I. G. Farben chemical 
combine are likely to be reintegrated soon. The Krupp 
industries, of course, have made their postwar recovery 
without armament manufacture. 

"There is a certain irony in the United States assenting 
to the reconcentration and expansion of Krupp holdings 
while its Department- of' Justice carries on an antitrust 
investigation of General Motors. 

"But the West German Government now has its own 
laws against the revival of cartels, and Economics Minister 
Prof. Ludwig Erhard is a vigorous advocate of competition. 
There are also strong controls applicable under the 
relatively new European Coal and Steel Community. 

"The~ misgiving raised by imminent revival of the 
Krupp industrial empire are that it will wield monopoly 
powers in trade and that it may form part of a remilitarized 
Germany. As to both these hazards, the best hope lies in 
democratically strong German government and a peace- 
serving" sense of European unity. 

'.'Unless these can really be depended upon, this news- 
paper believes there is ground for the deepest reservations 
Bgainst permitting, a revival of farflung power in the 
t Krupp. Industrial empire»".

To the Editor:

The ordinary newspapers are 
entirely different animals from 
the McGill Daily; people are not 
required to buy or subscribe to 
them, they are financially inde- 
pendent entities and can support 
any views or opinions that they 
want to, exclude what they want 
from their pages, set forth the 
views of their publishers or hold 
a neutral position. On the other 
hand, the " students are the pub- 
lishers of the McGill Daily, a 
part of (heir fees are handed to 
the Daily while advertisements 
are attracted to it by the name 
of the University and its stu- 
dents. 

Clearly then, the Daily cannot 
be run like the ordinary news- 
paper and, for Instance, support 
the views of one group to the 
exclusion of- the opinions of 
others. The editors can use the 
editorial column to state their 
personal opinions but should 
leave the other pages for the 
views of members of the student 
body whether or not the editors 
and the SEC agree with these 
views. And most important in 
the case of the Daily, we should 
prevent it from becoming, the 
sounding board of the SEC as it 
was last year. In this connection 
I suggested that an elected board 
of students should be set up to

At first, he said, he was shock- 
ed at what he described as "the 
appalling drinking sessions" that 
went on during rehearsals, life 
said he discovered, however, that 
the drinking sessions are actually 
included in the plot of the ope- 
retta.

Korman said he did not want 
to harm ticket sales for the ope- 
retta and apologized for levelling 
the charges at this late date. 
However, he said, he hoped that 
the music' directorate would at- 
tempt to clean up some of the 
less decent parts. 

He also said he hoped the trend 
toward baw'incss which the ope- 
retta represents will not continue 
throughout the year. He had no- 
ted a. trend in student activities 
toward immorality. 

He picked out the student news- 
paper The Sheaf for special men- 
tion, claiming the paper was lea- 
ding students to the brink of 
the gutter. He also said he hoped 
the Sheaf would report his sta- 
tements fairly. 

Other examples of indecent ac- 
tivities are forums on such topics 
as "Sex and student rights." and 
"Will amalgamation with the city 
ruin sex on the campus?" 

The Sheaf learned that a cer- 
tain college executive objected 
to the latest forum topic, "Resol- 
ved that a tight sweater Is more 
valuable than a B.A.," because It 
is too mild and not likely to 
draw a large crowd.
